A PET owner whose German Shepherd dog 
was attacked by three dogs while they were 
off their leads has warned others to be on 
their guard. 

Donna Miller, 28, said three-year-old Noki 
was being walked by a neighbour’s daughter 
when they were set on by three bull terrier 
type dogs. 

After the mauling, the owner of the dogs 
ran away leaving Noki with wounds and bite 
marks. 

Mum-of-two Donna, who lives in The Bri¬ 
ars, Harlow, and works as a carer, said: “My 
neighbour’s daughter was walking my dog 
with her friend when I heard screaming. She 
was screaming my dog’s name. 

Leads 

“I went running down and I saw my dog 
with the three other dogs around it. I noticed 
that they were off their leads. My partner 
came running, too, and he was able to get two 
of them off. The owner then appeared and 
grabbed the other one. 

“After that the three dogs went running off 
with the owner. The whole thing lasted 
around five or six minutes in total.” 

Donna said the two girls who were walking 
Noki had only got to the end of her road when 
the three dogs came charging towards 
them. 

“They said they saw the dogs running

towards them and they just panicked,” she 
said. “The dogs just got Noki into a corner.” 

Donna took Noki to a vet who confirmed he 
had suffered puncture wounds on one of his 
legs and neck while his ear had marks of 
scabbing. His wounds are now healing but 
Donna believes it will take a while to recover 
from the mental scars left by the attack and

Pensioner’s anger over 
changes to bus service 

New shelters are now located on the opposite side of the road

A FURIOUS pensioner has described a 
decision to alter the route of a bus 
service in Harlow so that it no longer 
stops at recently constructed shelters 
as “a dreadful waste of money”. 

Constance Usher said the new 
Arriva number 6 service now passes 
through Fold Croft on the opposite 
side of the road to the shelter, leaving 
it underused. 

As a result the 84-year-old says she 
has had to wait in the rain for a bus to 
arrive at her nearest stop in Hobtoe 
Road and this has deterred her from 
travelling into the town centre. 

“They have changed the route to 
run on the opposite side of the road 
from the raised pavements and new 
bus shelters,” he said. “What a dread-

ful waste of money. 

“I now have to cross the main road 
[to get to the bus stop] which is very 
busy. 

“I have contacted Arriva but I can¬ 


not find the people responsible for this 
stupidity. They have probably never 
visited the area and have no idea of the 
upset they have caused. 

“This bus service is very important 
to people living in Fold Croft.” 

The new bus stops, which were 
installed by essex County Council, 
were used by the former Arriva num¬ 
ber 5 route from Little Parndon to the 
town centre. In April the bus company 
scrapped the number 5 and the route 
was picked up by the number 6 service 
which operates a circular route to the 
town centre in the morning and after¬ 
noon. 

The shelters are still served by the 
TrustyBus service which takes over 
from Arriva’s number 6 in the late 
afternoon and early evening, running 
a similar route to the former number 5 
service. 


Mrs Usher said: “The Arriva ser¬ 
vice runs until 3.48pm and then 
TrustyBus operate the service until 
6.55pm, so if I want to go anywhere in 
the evening I would have to get a 
taxi. 

“My daughter was saying this was 
disgusting and I know a lot of people 
who are complaining. 

“It has made a great deal of dif¬ 
ference. I now have to wait under trees 
close to the woods.” 

She added: “I spoke to Arriva and 
they said it is not financially viable to 
run the number 5 any more.” 

An Arriva spokesman confirmed 
the decision to change the route was 
financial and added they were not 
responsible for the bus shelters 

Essex County Council said there is 
no obligation for Arriva to use the bus 
stop.

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Family needs £30k for life-changing procedure for daughter

THE family of a three-year-old girl 
with cerebral palsy are raising money 
to pay for a lifeline operation no longer 
covered by the NHS. 

Rick and Sally Moxom hoped trial 
surgery would help their daughter, 

Jasmine, walk and play with twin 
sister Summer, but the family face a 
£30,000 bill after health chiefs 
scrapped the free service. 

Jasmine is unable to walk, has visu¬ 
al problems and spasms that cause her 
a large amount of pain. Her condition 
leaves her struggling to keep up with 
her sister. 

Sally, 31, who grew up in Harlow and 
moved to Norfolk around the time the 
girls were born, said: “When we heard 
they would no longer fund the oper¬ 
ation I was gutted. 

“Jasmine is watching her twin sis¬ 
ter and friends running around but 
she is not able to play with her. She can 
only crawl and she is not able to keep 
up with them. 

“I think the NHS is cutting the 
operations to save money but they told 
us they need to look at the long-term 
effects of the operation.” 

During several stays at various hos¬ 
pitals Jasmine had blood transfusions. 

Soon after she was born she was dia¬ 
gnosed with meningitis and her par¬ 
ents were told after three weeks that 
she had a severe form of cerebral palsy, 
and as result she may not be able to eat, 
move or speak. 

However, the brave youngster sur¬ 
passed everyone’s expectations and 
attends nursery two days a week with 
a view to starting primary school in 
September. 

She now needs a selective dorsal 
rhizotomy operation which severs 
nerves in the spine to allow her to

move more easily. 

After being told Jasmine was an 
ideal candidate for the trial procedure, 
the family paid out £3,000 in physio¬ 
therapy to get her body conditioned 
for the process. But their hopes were 
shattered when they were told the 
funding for the operation had been 
pulled in December last year. 

“The most important thing about 
the operation is that it would give her a 
pain free life,” said Sally. “We started 
fundraising at the start of the year and 
so far we have got £15,000, with one 
private donor adding another £10,000. 

“It shows there are a lot more nice 
people in the world than get credit; it is

incredible. We have also been thinking 
of setting up a trust fund to help other 
parents going through the same situ¬ 


ation as us.” 

A fun day at the Potters Arms pub in 
Church Langley Way, Harlow, on Sat¬ 
urday, August 27, will be held to raise 
funds for the operation. Final arrange¬ 
ments are now being made, but Sally 
said there will be stalls, games and live 
music with an Xbox console and a TV 
as prizes in an auction. 

There will also be a formal dinner 
and dance at Blake’s Golf Club in 
North Weald on Saturday, August 20.

Let’s be realistic 
about our future 

SIR, Several of your correspondents 
welcomed the EU referendum result 
(Letters, June 30). 

Apart from the repudiation of the lie 
that money no longer paid to Europe 
would go to the NHS, do they welcome 
the fall in the value of the £, the serious 
economic downturn when the adverse 
balance of trade is at a new high, the 
proposals to move jobs out of Britain, 
the deterrent to investment in this 
country and the likelihood that Scotland 
will leave the UK? 

Do they recognise that the possibility 
of remaining in the EU single market 
and avoiding tariffs on trade with 
Europe is dependent on accepting the 
free movement of labour and on 
continuing payments to the EU, as in 
the case of Norway? 

At a time when we are remembering 
the gigantic cost in lives and suffering 
in war, highlighted by the centenary of 
the Battle of the Somme, do they think 
it sensible to distance ourselves from 
our neighbours with whom or against 
whom we previously fought for 
centuries past? 

Do they welcome the loss of EU 
grants to Wales and Cornwall, 
agriculture and science etc, and take on 
board that their replacement by our 
government will add to public 
expenditure? Do they not recognise the 
stimulus given to racist behaviour? 

We all now have to face up to the 
present situation but let us, at least, be 
realistic about the resulting problems.

Facing up to 
going it alone 

SIR, So the die is cast and turmoil 
results. Already the promises are being 
downgraded. 

Net immigration is not guaranteed to 
reduce and rather than £350m 
overnight, Mr Gove promises £100m a 
week for the NHS by 2020. 

I suspect that many of those who 
voted Leave will live to regret it if they 
have not already done so, although it 
will give me no pleasure to be proved 
right. 

There are many valid criticisms of 
the European Union, though not 
necessarily the most commonly believed 
ones. However, the idea that Britain 
going it alone in today’s globalised 
economy can defy the multinational 
corporations that R.G. Beale rightly 
decries (Letters, June 30) is pie in the 
sky. Does he believe that a Tory 
government will be any less in thrall to 
US or Chinese big business? 

He also refers to Britain as a 


democratic country. Well, up to a point - 
an unelected House of Lords with 
bishops and 92 hereditary peers, many 
of whose ancestors gained their title by 
very dubious means, and a government 
elected to a majority with 37 per cent of 
the vote but only 24 per cent of the 
electorate. 

And then there is the Royal 
Prerogative which reserves certain 
decisions solely to the sovereign, in 
practice delegated to the Prime 
Minister, most notably declaration of 
war. Although the House of Commons 
has very recently been consulted on 
some conflicts, this is not a 
constitutional right but a concession by 
the sovereign/Prime Minister. 

By contrast, and again contrary to 
common belief, EU laws are not made 
by the unelected commission. The 
commission, whose members are 
appointed by the governments of the 
member states, proposes laws which 
have to be approved by both the Council 
of Ministers - the elected 
representatives of the member states - 
and by the Parliament. 

The latter is the only major 
international body that is directly 
elected. This process could be more 
open and the Parliament would have 
more power if it was elected by a larger 
turnout, but it is not intrinsically 
undemocratic. 

It is the left in the Parliament that 


has prevented the adoption so far of the 
Transatlantic Trade and Investment 
Partnership, and a UK in the EU, 
supporting that opposition would have 
more influence than it could ever have 
outside. 

The fundamental argument for the 
EU, with all its faults, is the need in the 
light of the unprecedented threats faced 
by the human race today for co¬ 
operation at all levels, from the 
individual to the global. A stark 
example of this is fishing, which Mr 
Beale mentions. Without international 
control and co-operation-, there will be 
no fish in 20-30 years. Many species are 
already under threat, while others are 
reviving due to international 
agreements to create protected zones. 

Finally, correspondent Paul Wadley 
has some strange ideas. He thinks that 
because some councillors were among 
the 48 per cent nationally who voted 
Remain as opposed to the 68 per cent in 
Harlow who differed, they have 
suddenly become incapable of making 
decisions on all the domestic problems 
that come within the purview of Harlow 
Council.

No choice over 
Mil junction 

SIR, I attended some of the Mil 
junction 7a consultations. I am sorry to 
say they were a farce. Since when did 
consultation consist of being told that, 
as residents, you have three choices but 
only Essex County Council’s preferred 
choice will be built? 

It’s clear to me the preferred plan 
meets the needs of ECC and Harlow 
Council’s Local Plan but not the needs 
of the local residents. 

ECC’s highways department states 
that Harlow does not need a bypass as 
traffic leaving the Mil at junction 7 is 
local traffic accessing Harlow town 
centre. As residents we have got to put 
up with all disruption that junction 7a 
will bring - road widening works on 
Gilden Way and Old Harlow and the 
A414 from Gates to the town station 
roundabout - just to suit rush-hour 
traffic.

Former governor faces 
child sex offences trial 


Urgent plea for 
volunteer driver 


A 66-YEAR-OLD man accused 
of a string of sex-related 
offences at a time when he was 
working at a school in Harlow 
faces a six-day trial at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court. 

Edward Ryan, 66, of Ven- 
more Drive, Dunmow, 
appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Wednes¬ 
day. 

He was remanded until 
January 23 on bail on con¬ 
dition that he must not contact 
the alleged victim or her par¬ 
ents, not to go to any school 
premises, and not to be in the 
company of any child under 16 
unsupervised. 

Ryan pleaded not guilty to 
five charges of sexual assault 


on a 10-year-old girl between 
February 15, 2015 and October 
20,2015 by intentionally touch¬ 
ing her, one of making inde¬ 
cent images of a child between 
December 9, 2013 and October 
20, 2015 and one of possessing 
extreme pornographic images 
involving two photos involving 
an animal. 

Ryan, was a governor of 
Helena Romanes School, Dun¬ 
mow, for 16 years from Septem¬ 
ber 1999 until he stepped down 
in October 2015. 

An order has been made pre¬ 
venting the name of the Har¬ 
low school said to be involved 
in the case. Those breaching 
the order will be in contempt of 
court.

ON a wet and gloomy morning in Harlow 
town centre more than 100 people gathered 
on Friday to remember the bravery and 
sacrifice of the servicemen who fought in 
the Battle of the Somme 100 years ago. 

Council leaders, town historians and faith 
leaders took part in a service to mark the 
centenary of the First World War campaign, 
which started on July 1, 1916 and raged for 
141 days. 

By the time it ended more than one mil¬ 
lion soldiers had been killed or injured. 
Thirteen men from the Harlow area died, 
two of them on the first day. 

The service was held in Market Square 
where, sheltering from the rain under 
umbrellas, the crowd listened as local dig¬ 
nitaries, town historians 
and faith leaders paid 
tribute to the fallen. 

Among those present 
were Harlow Council 
chairwoman Edna 
Stevens, MP Robert Half- 
on, town rabbi Irit Shil- 
lor and town chaplain 
Robert Findlay. 

Councillor Jean Clark 
started the proceedings 
at 7am. “Mine was the 
shortest of the speeches,” 
she said. “I had two 
minutes at the beginning where I said we 
were there to remember those who lost their 
lives in battle. 

“I said that it is very important we remem¬ 
ber such horrors so that we can learn the 
lessons and declare never again.” 

Details of the 13 casualties from Harlow 
were then read out by Nich Taylor and John

Bowden while Col¬ 
onel Stephen 

Foakes, regimental 
president of the 
Essex Yeomanry, spoke about Essex Regi¬ 
ment’s preparations and actions in the 
battle. 

At 7.28 a two-minute silence was held, 
timed to end at exactly the moment 100 years 
before when whistles were blown and Brit¬ 
ish troops left the trenches to go over the top 
at the start of the battle. 


The service was brought to an end with 
some closing words from Cllr Clark. 

Afterwards, Mr Halfon said: “It was a 
huge honour to attend the Battle of Somme 
commemoration. It was an incredibly mov¬ 
ing event, especially with the presence of the 
Essex Yeomanry and the prayers given by 
the town chaplain and town rabbi. 

“It is wonderful to be able to commem¬ 
orate this tragic battle and Harlow’s her¬ 
itage in this way and to remember the people 
of Harlow who gave their lives.”

Dressed in the uniform worn by 
British Army soldiers in 1916, they 
kept watch over the flames before 
taking their places for Friday 
morning’s service of 
commemoration led by Father 
James Rodley from St Andrew’s 
Church. 

The brazier beside the 
reconstruction of a First World 
War trench was lit at dusk on 
Thursday evening by David 
Stallan, vice-chairman of Epping 
Forest Council. 

Council chairman Jeane Lea 
thanked everyone who attended 
Friday’s service despite the 
weather. 

“The Battle of the Somme has 
entered British folklore,” she said. 



“It has gone down as the bloodiest 
episode in the history of the 
British Army. 

“Hardly a village, hamlet or 
community was left unaffected 
and the names of the fallen are to 
be found on war memorials the 
length and breadth of the country. 

She added: “By keeping the 
memory of the Somme alive, 
perhaps we can play our part in 
ensuring nothing like it ever 
happens again.”

A little further back the majority of the 
walkers were taking things a bit easier 
and in a mood to enjoy the occasion. All 
were friendly and appreciative of the 
meagre encouragement I could provide. 

At one point the night shift workers 
inside Aldi gathered by the window to 
see what the commotion was all about. 

A 10km walk was not a distance too 
challenging for the fundraisers but the 
real commitment came in their 
willingness to stay up late. 

Credit should go to St Clare for their 
fantastic organisation. The event ran 
smoothly, the walkers were made to feel 
welcome and the marshals feel 
appreciated. 

Marshalling was a joy and it was a 
privilege to be part of such a fun event 
for a very deserving cause.

Three fined for failing to 
pay fixed litter penalties 

Council cracks down on ‘unacceptable and irresponsible behaviour’

THREE people were left counting 
the cost of littering after being 
taken to court by Harlow Council 
for failing to pay fixed penalty 
notices. 

Dave Franks, of Collins Mead¬ 
ow, was issued with a notice after 
he was seen to throw a cigarette 
on the floor and walk away. 

He failed to pay the penalty 
and was found guilty in his 
absence when the case was heard 
at Chelmsford Magistrates Court 



He was fined £250 and ordered 
to pay court costs of £340 and a 
£25 victim surcharge. 

Danny Peak, of Elwood, was 
served with an FPN notice after 
council officers saw him dump 
rubbish into the street from his 


car. He was fined £250 fine with 
£340 court costs and a £25 victim 
surcharge. 

The case against George Pen- 
dred, of Bishopsfield, centred on 
a large amount of household 
waste being dumped in a path¬ 
way at Bishopsfield. Council 
officers found evidence linking 
the rubbish to Pendred and he 
was served with an FPN. 

Once again the the case was 
proved in his absence and he was 
fined £400 and ordered to pay 
court costs of £390 and a £40 
victim surcharge. 


Councillor Emma Toal, port¬ 
folio holder for youth and com¬ 
munity, described littering as 
unacceptable and irresponsible 
behaviour. 

“The council is upholding its 
duty as community leaders to 
maintain a clean environment 
for those who live and visit Har¬ 
low,” she said. 

“Litter and dumped rubbish in 
the streets is a constant area of 
complaint from residents and in 
response our officers are watch¬ 
ing and will take action against 
those who mess up our town. 


“Littering and dropping cigar¬ 
ette butts is damaging to the 
environment and makes the 
town look messy. It also contrib¬ 
utes to annual cost of nearly £2m 
the council spends in cleaning up 
litter and rubbish found on the 
town’s streets and housing 
estates.” 

A council spokesman said it 
will always investigate reports 
and take action against anyone 
caught littering or dumping rub¬ 
bish as long as there is conclus¬ 
ive evidence which enables 
officers to issue an FPN.

AS bonfires go, it was huge. So 
huge, in fact, that it has been 
described as the tallest in the 
world.

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon met 
paramedics, pilots and senior 
staff when he visited the Essex 
Air Ambulance base in Col¬ 
chester. 

Mr Halfon described it as “the 
SAS of the health service” after 
speaking to chief executive Jane 
Gurney and being shown the 
inside of a helicopter. 

The service, which has atten¬ 
ded 69 incidents in Harlow during 
the past 18 months, is run by the, 
Herts and Essex Air Ambulance 
Trust, a charity which relies on 
fundraising for most of its work. 

“They aren’t just an ambulance 
and transportation service, they 
are a mobile hospital needed for 
the most severe and traumatic 
incidents,” said Mr Halfon fol¬ 
lowing Friday’s visit. 

“What is most remarkable is 
the skill, professionalism and 
level of training for all of the staff 
involved.” 

In the past Mr Halfon has called 
on the Government to ensure 
some of the fines imposed on 
banks caught up in the Libor 
scandal went to air ambulance 


services across the country. 

“I’m really pleased that Essex 
Air Ambulance received two sep¬ 
arate grants from this of £250,000 
and £1.5m,” he said. 

“It was also incredibly helpful 
that the Government scrapped 
VAT on air ambulance and search 


and rescue vehicles which saves 
the charity £80,000 every year.” 

He added: “Given that the Essex 
and Hertfordshire Air Ambu¬ 
lance Trust does so much in Har¬ 
low and across our county, I will 
continue to do all that I can to 
support them.”

Celebrating the magic of keyboard maestro Mayerl 


A CELEBRATION of the music of 
English pianist and composer 
Billy Mayerl will round off the 
current season of lunchtime 
recitals at St John’s ARC in Old 
Harlow tomorrow (Friday). 

Mayerl was born in London in 
1902 into a musical family, with 
both his father and grandfather 
working as theatre musicians. He 
quickly took to the piano and at 
the age of nine was awarded a 
scholarship to study at the 
Trinity College of Music. 

Soon after leaving college he 
started work as a pianist for 
silent movies and later played 
nightly on the BBC during the 


1920s. 

He gained national recognition 
very quickly and became a 
seminal figure in British music, 
taking his influences from 
American ragtime and stride 
through English pastoral to 
French impressionism and 
appealing to people who found 
classical music too serious and 
jazz too hot. 

As a composer Mayerl 
produced more than 300 piano 
pieces andlOO song 
arrangements. 

The guest performer at 
tomorrow’s recital will be 
composer and pianist Steve Law, 


who has a long association with 
the syncopated piano styles of 
Mayerl, Scott Joplin and George 
Gershwin. 

Having studied music at 
Bristol University, he achieved a 
Masters for his jazz opera 
Heaven on Earth which has been 
described as “a significant 
contribution to the genre”.

ix years after the 
death of his 
Coronation Street 
character Ashley 
Peacock, Steven 
Arnold is enjoying playing 
more diverse roles on stage. 

The 41-year-old is a star 
name in a cast of six in Chaplin 
- The Charlie Chaplin Story, a 
biopic to be performed at 
Harlow Playhouse on Saturday, 
July 23. 

The play tells the story of 
silent cinema’s biggest star 
with music, dialogue and 
plenty of audience interaction. 

“He goes from rags to 
riches,” said Steven, explaining 
the plot. “He lived in poverty in 
London. It shows all that part 
of his life and his relationship 
with his mother. It shows how 
he gets to America and up to 
the point of doing his first film 
The Kid.” 

The Harlow performance is 
near the end of a long tour 
which has been moving around 
the country since June 10 and 
taken in places such as Jersey, 
Inverness, Birmingham and 


Brighton. 

Bryan Hodgson stars as 
Charlie himself with Steven 
playing his brother Sydney. 
Rachael Wood, of Emmerdale, 
plays his mother Hannah 
Chaplin, Helena Gullan plays a 
younger Charlie, Tristan Teller 
plays Marceline and Emma 
Whittaker takes the part of 
Mabel Normand, a frequent 
co-star of Chaplin’s. All the cast 
take part in dialogue and the 
music. 

Steven continued: “The 
script is brilliant and the songs 
are great. I play Sydney, the 
brother of Charlie and also 
some other cast members, 
including Mack Sennett from 
Keystone Productions. 

“Bryan (as Charlie) is 
absolutely phenomenal, he is 
just taking it so well. He has 
really done his homework, he is 
fantastic. 

“For two weeks we worked 
on the script and we started 
performing a couple of weeks 
ago. Harlow is at the end of the 
run. So far it has been 
fantastic, we have been getting 


great reactions. People seem to 
love it. They come and have a 
cracking night out and really 
enjoy themselves.” 

Harlow Playhouse audiences 
can expect a mixture of genres, 
according to Steven, and also 
plenty of chances to add your 
voice to the play. 

“I think it has got a bit of 
everything,” added Steven, who 
lives in Surrey. 

“There are a lot of laughs in 
places. We get a lot of insight 
into Charlie’s life. He became 
such an inspirational figure. 
There are some really poignant 
moments too.” 

After breakout hit The Kid in 
1921, Chaplin went on to direct 
classics like The Great Dictator, 
Monsieur Verdoux, City Lights 
and Limelight. He died in 1977 
and is fondly remembered as a 
great actor, director, producer 
and composer. 

While Charlie is indeed an 
inspirational figure for many 
actors, Steven admitted: “I did 
not know too much about him. 

I read a lot and I started 


finding out more about him in 
preperation.” 

Steven was only 21 when he 
took on the role of Corrie wet 
blanket Ashley Peacock in 1995, 
and became one of the most 
loved soap stars throughout the 
1990s and 2000s. 

Ashley was eventually killed 
off in 2010 in a tram crash, but 
the man playing him has no 
regrets about moving on from 
Coronation Street. 

“I was there for 16 years,” he 
said, “I have got such fond 
memories. I just thought the 
time was right to move on. I 
have been busy since. 

“I have been getting a lot of 
films and I have done a lot of 
stage work, I have been doing 
Shakespeare and I have been in 
five films this year already. 

“I have got a lot of stuff 
coming up for the rest of this 
year. It has been fantastic for 
me.” 

He added: “I am looking 
forward to coming to Harlow, I 
have never been there before. I 
never really have a favourite 


theatre though as every theatre 
has its own feel. 

“Some audiences are right on 
top of you and in some it is 
quite relaxed. I enjoy all 
aspects of it really.” 

Steven said he has not got a 
good enough singing voice to be 
taking any solos but audiences 
are invited to participate. 

“There is a lot of interaction 
at the start to get them 
involved,” he said. “They really 
feel part of it. 

“We are doing a show a night 
and at the moment we are in 
Scotland. “We just have to get 
plenty of rest and sleep 
whenever we can. There is six 
of us and everyone gets on 
fantastically.”

t’s been almost 100 years 
since Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’ muscular 
protector of the jungle 
swung into action on the 
big screen in the swaggering 
form of silent movie actor Elmo 
Lincoln. 

Olympic swimmer Johnny 
Weissmuller popularised the 
iconic role in the 1930s and 1940s 
before more recent incarnations 
including Greystoke: The Legend 
Of Tarzan with Christopher 
Lambert and Disney’s animated 
rendering. 

Written by Adam Cozad and 
Craig Brewer, The Legend Of 
Tarzan is an entertaining and 
rumbustious romp that focuses 
on the love story between the 
orphaned hero and his plucky 
sweetheart against a backdrop of 
late-19th century treachery. 

Director David Yates, who 
worked his magic at the helm of 
the final four films in the Harry 
Potter saga, orchestrates 
vine-swinging action sequences 
with aplomb, festooned with a 
menagerie of computer¬ 
generated animals that look 
incredibly realistic in close-up. 

Digital might beats its chest in 
every lush frame including a 
bone-crunching fight between 
Tarzan and one of his ape 
brethren and a terrifying 
stampede.

embers between an impressively 
bare-chested Alexander 
Skarsgard and the luminous 
Margot Robbie so we root for the 
lovers when the odds are stacked 
heavily against them. 

It has been many years since 
Tarzan (Skarsgard) left behind 
the jungles of Africa to settle 
into gentrified life as John 
Clayton III, Lord Greystoke, with 
his beloved wife, Jane (Robbie). 

The lush paradise of the Congo 
is a sweet, distant memory until 
the British Prime Minister (Jim 
Broadbent) passes on an 
invitation from King Leopold II 
of Belgium to visit the Congo as 
a trade emissary of Parliament.

Blackadder to 

the rescue? 



here is an episode of 
TV comedy 
Blackadder starring 
Rowan Atkinson in 
which he sells his 
house by using some very 
creative but risky sales patter. 

This includes, after being 
challenged by a buyer that he’d 
really ‘worked out his banter’, 
Blackadder replying that “No, 
not really. This is a different 
thing. It’s spontaneous and it’s 
called wit’. 

It may be time for Rowan 
Atkinson to reprieve his role in 
the TV comedy series, which at 
its peak during the 1990s pulled 
in 11 million viewers on 
average for each episode. 

His five-bedroom, Georgian 


pile in Oxfordshire, which has 
been on the market since last 
year, has yet to sell. The Old 
Rectory includes a swimming 
pool and a contemporary 
extension at the back added 
during the early noughties. 

It’s a gem for anyone who 
wants privacy and is 
approached via electronic 
gates and a gravel driveway 
For the green fingered there’s 
an original Victorian 
greenhouse, a formal garden to 
the front and landscaped 
gardens to the rear, which run 
down to the River Thames. 

The property was first on 
the market for £2.9 million but

Familiar as a television location 



IF YOU live in an eye-catching 
property, then there can be small 
fortunes to be made from renting 
it out to TV and film companies. 
Rates start at a few hundred 
pounds a day to tens of 
thousands, depending on the size 
and unique nature of your home. 

According to Daniel Garry of 
location search firm 
ShootFactory.co.uk, there’s no 


ideal property but “a good 
amount of space is vital,” he 
says. “A property needs to be 
accessible for large items of 
equipment and offer good 
parking facilities”. 

“The money you’ll get will 
depend on the size of the 
production, number of days 
required, the filming times and 
how big your property is. 


“Some film shoots are over in 
a day, others can go on for weeks 
and run all day and night, so 
some owners prefer to stay 
off-site, which the production 
will usually pay for,” he says. 

One person who knows all 
about this is the owner of a 
three-bedroom fishing lodge in 
Hertfordshire, which will be 
familiar to many crime series 
fans. 

Appearances include half a 
dozen well-known BBC and ITV 
murder mysteries including an 
episode of BBCl’s Waking The 
Dead and an episode of 
Midsomer Murders. 

It is not hard to see why. It’s in 
an idyllic position overlooking 
the River Chess and is accessed 
via a pretty wooden bridge. It’s 
part of the Chorleywood Estate 
created by stockbroker John 
Barnes during the 1820s to a 
design by John Papworth, the 
founder of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects.

THE UK is said to be enjoying a 
golden age of cinema at the 
moment as more and more 
Hollywood films are made here 
including, most recently, My 
Cousin Rachel. It's currently 
shooting in Buckinghamshire 
and is to star Rachel Weisz. 

But it’s not the first golden 
age. The 1940s witnessed a 
significant flowering of British 
movie talent including a large 
cast of famous actors such as 
Cecil Parker. 

He played and often starred in 
nearly 90 films during a career 
which spanned half a century 
and worked under famous 
directors such as Alfred 
Hitchcock and alongside stars 
including Sir Alec Guinness and 
Peter Sellers to name just two. 

His most famous films 
included The Man In The White 
Suit and The Ladykillers and he 
was famed for his gravelly voice 
and cut-glass accent.

Nanette Newman, Edward Fox 
and Vanessa Redgrave. 


After Oh What a Lovely War, 
Parker retired and bought a 
detached house in Brighton,

Parker would probably raise a

The days of the big 
barge are over, with estate or 
tourer drivers demanding a 
touch of elegance. 

The A4 Avant provides that 
with 505 litres of seats-up 
luggage capacity, with a power 
operated tailgate and electrically 
retracting luggage cover as 
standard on all models. 

Interior space is decent too, 
with good leg and headroom to 
the front, although the coupe 
style makes a little more 


cramped to the rear. 

Also fitted as standard are to 
the three 'core' specification 
levels of SE, Sport and S line 
tested here, are 17-inch alloy 
wheels, xenon or LED headlights 
with LED daytime running 
lights, Audi drive select, three- 
zone climate control, cruise 
control, rear parking sensors 
and the Audi smartphone 
interface, which supports Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto 
platforms and displays 
smartphone information such as 
navigation mapping on the 
seven-inch colour screen.

This displays 
speedo and rev counter dials 
with the sat nav screen in the 
background. It looks great and 
further adds to the executive 
feel of the car. 

The interior itself is the usual 
high quality affair, with top 
notch materials, soft touch 
finish to dash, doors and 
roofline, plus controls and 
switchgear which are logically 
placed and easy to use. 

The 187bhp two-litre diesel is 
a pretty impressive power unit. 
Potent and flexible it has rapid 
acceleration and plenty of 
torque or pulling power. 

Mated to a slick seven-speed 
automatic gearbox, it can hit 
60mph from a standing start in 
just under eight seconds. Just as 
impressive is the fuel economy, a 


claimed 65-odd mpg and low 
emissions of of 113g/km. 

This is aided by a drag 
coefficients of 0.26 making it 
slippery through the air and a 
weight advantage of as much as 
120kg compared with its 
predecessor, this says Audi 
makes up to 21 per cent more 
fuel efficient than its 
predecessor. 

It is also a refined unit with 
engine noise just a thrum in the 
background, particularly on the 
motorway. The extra torque is a 
real bonus for overtaking. 

Handling has always been 
decent and the Avant is just as 
good as its predecessors, while 
the steering is on the light side 
but direct.

“I think I will have to work very 
hard to be up for selection for the 
2020 Paralympics but I am def¬ 
initely willing and determined to 
put in the effort.”

DON’T be surprised if striker 
Alex Read gets a goals target from 
Harlow Town chief executive Tom 
Cunningham this summer - it 
certainly worked at the tail end of 
last season. 

Read, 27, was having a pretty 
uninspiring season in Ryman 
North before a pep talk from Cun¬ 
ningham in mid-March motivated 
him to lead the Hawks’ promotion 
charge. 

He was set a target of 14 goals in 
the Hawks’ remaining games to 
hit the 40-goal milestone. 

The former Tilbury and Brent¬

“This has got to be onwards and 
upwards for this club. This club 
has been too big for Ryman North 
since I have been here, especially 
the last two years. 

“We have got to build on this 
and try to go up again. We have got 
a good enough side to do it. 

“We played some good teams in 
the division, and beat some decent 
teams in the division as well. 

“We only lost to Grays [from the 
Ryman Premier] last year. We are 
good enough to play in that divi¬ 
sion. 

New deal 

“Chappo [Danny Chapman] 
knows what he is doing. 

“I have signed a new deal and 
I’m staying. If I was to leave I 
think Chappo would chase me 
down. He would find me at work 
and make sure I sign forms. 

“I can score goals at any level. 
It’s just how much I want it. 

“I have always been a late 
developer. When I was 181 was 5ft 
3in. You look at me now I’m 5ft 
lOin. 

“The way I have grown up men¬ 
tally, I feel right now I’m coming 
into my prime. 

“I think the team are more 
together.
